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The Dying Words of Mr. Tomas 
GranTHam, (whodeparted this Life, 
January 17, 169:,_) ſpoken by him 
within two Minutes of his Death, as

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[ \Riends, Tamin a very weak Condition: And as 


this is the Sabbath, with me it will be the Ever- 

laſting Sabbath ; for now I am going off the Stage 
of this World. Therefore I recommend you to the Grace 
of God, that you would walk ſtedfaſtly in the Faith of 
Jeſus Chriſt, as by the Grace of God I have done to this 
my Live's End; for, by the Grace of God, I have not de- 
irauded or polluted any Perſon in the World, as now [ 
am going to anſwer before God the Father. 1 came not 
amongſt you for Riches or Honour, but to preach the 
Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, to ſpend and be ſpent*for your 
Good, both by Preaching and Printing ; which Words 
and Works I recommend unto you, to ſtrengthen you, 
in which I have preached, (in wiuch Faith I live and 
die) which have been -according to the Goſpel of Jeſus 
Chriſt, in which I would have you ſtand ttedfaſt to the 
End, not wavering; but tight the good Fight of Paith, 


lay hold on Eternal 1:ife. I defire you for the Lord's, 
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{ake, to walk together, and keep the Unity of the Spirit 
in the Bond of Peace, as Chriſt hath commanded you ; 
Then are you my Diſciples, it you love one another. Be- 
loved, build up your ſelves 1n your moſt holy Faith, 
praying in the Holy Ghoſt : Keep your ſelves in the Love 
of God, looking for the Mercy of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
unto Eternal Life, as I have told you before. Submit 
your ſelves to the Willof God, and to every Ordinance of 
| Man, for the Lord's ſake; 'and give Honour to whom 
Honour is due; and walk peaceably with all Men, and 
{o ſhall no Man have cauſe to ſpeak evil of you. As for 
' my part, ſince I have been amongſ(t you, I have been 
made a Scoff and Gazing-ſtock of many People, which I 
freely forgive them all, and heartily pray that God would 
forgive them, and ſhew them the Errour of their Ways; 
and I would deſire that you would all pray for them, and 
not ſeek any Revenge. And to be ſhort, I muſt leave 
you ; do not grieve nor mourn for me ; though I die, I 
ihall riſe to Glory, where I defire that we may all meet, 
and ſee. one ar.others Faces at the laſt Day, knowing one 
another, andTejoice in Gloxy : For I have conquer'd the 
Infernal Enemy by this Faith, and have made the Way 
plain and eafy-to me. And now I commit you to the 
Grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; and the Love of God, and 
the Communion of the Holy Ghoſt, be with you all.
